We choose arbitrarily that the word “ mind '" 
shall mean our cerebral processes as opposed to 
our brain itself. In that sense we can say that 
mind is not brain. But te go further and say 
that there can he cerebral] processes without a 
cerebrum is sheer nonsense. The atoms of the 
brain-cellg react only in response to external 
physical stimuli and to one another. No 
matter in what direction its stalk is bent,

intelligence? Im a sense it is. For-the only 
satisfactory definition of intelligence is “ the 
ability to effect continuity of purpose,” and 
that the sunflower is doing. : 

The actual motive power, however, is the 
contraction of the outer walls of certain cells. 
They are not brain-cells, but they are function- 
ing in the same way as brain-celle and with 
the same result. It may be argued, and truly, 
that their functioning is mechanistic—that the 
real intelligence involved is that of the Supreme 
Being Who designed their processes or of the 
Force that set the ball of life rolling, The 
argument is equaily true of the human brain. 
The mechanistic conception of life does 
deny God. It only denies man’s claim te 
share of His prerogatives.

A most remarkable characteristic of 
organism is ite unity. The very princip! 
life seems to be. individuality. The

not unlike the Leibnitzian monad. Both are 
semi-psychic, and both stand for consciousness 
at different stages of development, but they 
differ in respect of individuality. The monad 
is an absolute and ultimate individual. It does 
net act on its environment or receive stimulus 

With Bergson, however, the organism is a 
centre of real action, It acts and reacts upon ' 
its environment. *In abandoning this splendid, 
but awful, isolation of the monad, Bergson do- 

ts from the cardinal principle of Leibnitz. 

e surrenders the absolutely individual, 

The dan is finite. The tendency to in- 
dividualise is counteracted , Ao tendency to 
reproduce and continue, So organism never 
achieves being-from-self, though it persistent!y 
tends that way. To put the same idea in an- 
other form, all individuality is relative. A tree 
has an individuality compared with the earth 
in which it is rooted.

Growth and old age are not accretion and de- 
erection of particles. As to the macrocosm of 
life, son considers that in a mechanical 
universe variations could not have arisen. — .
